Great Grandfather George Lowman, Sr., and 
family. 

George Lowman was born in 1722 (month not 
known’, his wife’s maiden name not known, nor 
the month of the year 1725 in which she was born. 
Grandmother was made a captive by the Indians 
during the French and Indian war, at the age of 
fourteen years. She.was held a captive for five 
years; was married to an Indian chief and to them 
was born one son, whom she galled John, The chief’s 
name not known, After, cher release they gave her 
the child and she returned to Pennsylvania and was 
married to George Lowman in the. year 1763. To 
them was born one'son and, three daughters—George 
Lowman, Jr., born July 23, 1765, Elizabeth Lowman 
in 1766 (month not known), Mary Lowman in 1768, 
(month not known, and Rebecca Lowman in 1771, 
{month not known). Grandfather died November 
24th, 1800, age “78 years, | ‘Grandmother came ‘ “to 
Ohio with her. son George and died at a ripe old age 
of near 90 years.

In the name of God, Amen. The twentieth-eighth 
day of October in year of Lord, one thousand eight 
hundred (1800), I George Lowman, of Adams Coun- 
ty and State of Pennsylvania, being sick and weak 
in body, but of sound mind and memory and know- 
ing that this appointed for allowance to do, make 
and ordain this my last will and testament in man- 
ner following, viz. 

Principally I first of all I recommend my soul 
into the hands of God-that gave it and for my body 
I recommend it to the garth, to be burrien in a Chris- 
tian and decentlike manner. Not ‘doubting but at 
‘the general resurection I shall receive the same again 
by. the mighty power ‘of God as touching such worldly 
estate, wherewith it hath pleased God to bless me 
with in this life.

Item. | 
give unto my beloved daughter Rebecka Lowman 
one hundred pounds current money in two payments 
to be paid at the time hereafter appointed for pay- 
ment, also two out of my stock, one bead and bead 
clothes and all other such things in the same as 
the rest of my daughters got of me when they were 
married.

John Lowman and also.all my debts I owe. George 
Lowman, paying three parts, and John Lowman one 
part. The legasies are ‘to be paid i in manner as follow- 
ing.

‘I let you know with 
these few short lines that'l am yet in the land among 
the living, enjoying a good state of health and I hope 
that these few lines ‘will find you and your family 
in that glorious and bappy ‘state of health; also as I 
find health to be a. gift of that God ebdials rules on 
heaven and earth and from ‘him comes all good things 
that we enjoy in this life. 

And as jit has been: in my-mind a ——* 
time to send each of my ‘brothers and sisters a letter 
from my hand which I hope. you willaccept as a.pres- 
ent from my hand and beart. 
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Our God has blessed me and you and all my 
brothers and sisters with a gift of reading and writ- 
ing and why don’t we make better use of it for this 
very reason. I write you a letter in order to let 
you understand that I would wish to hear from my 
brothers and sisters and relations more and oftener 
than I do.
